Washington, D. C., Oct. 16, 3 a. m.—{Spe- 
cial.]—The coal strike Came to a sudden, un-

An agreement*to submit the entire ques- 
tion to arbitration was reached at a moment 
when hope had almost been abandoned, and 
was brought about in a long conference be- 
tween President Roosevelt, Secretary Root,

The Ddasie of the settlement was the con- 
cession on the part of the mineowners grant- 
ing to the miners the right to be represented 
on the arbitration commission, and the 
president at once named Bishop Spaiding of 
‘Peoria, as the representative of the 
miners.

MOB FIGHTS POLICE FOR COAL. 
Grays Ferry, Pa., People Battle Over 
Anthracite and Steal One 
 Carload. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 15.—[Special.]~ 
Three carloags of,anthracite coal on the 
Pennsylvania railroad at Grays Ferry were 
the center today of a struggle between a de- 
tail of policemen, several! railroad detectives, 
and scores of men, women, and children. One 
carload of coal of twenty-five tons was stolen 
by the mob before the police could be sum- 
moned to the scene. ; 

The coal was the first to be seen in that 
section for many weeks. Mer, women, and 
children with baskets and pails began to 
flock to the cars, and ina hort time there 
were no legs than a hundred persons around 
the cars taking the fuel. The crowd increase: 
to 300. The mob began to fight among them- 
selves for possession of the coal. Many be- 
gan to haul it away in push carts and bar- 
The railroad company. dispatched five de- 
tectives to the scene and a detail of policemen 
also arrived. The crowd proceeded to hurl 
missiles of every description at the blue- 
coats. A lively battle resulted and the po- 
licemen drew: their revolvers. Several shots 
were fired in the air and the mob was-fnally 
driven away, but not before they ‘had stolen 
an entire carload of the fuel. 


ADVANCE IN. INDIANA COAL. 


Rate at Mines Fixed at $3.10, with Spe- 
cial $4 Rate Against Chicago 
Purchasers. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Oct. 15.—[Special.]—The 
advance in the price of Indiana bituminous 
coal at the mines which went into effect 
today instead of checking the orders for it 
increased the demand. The price of block 
coal today was advanced even more than 
the advance on bituminous coal announced 
yesterday. 

The. price at the mines was lifted from 
92:50 to $3.10 and to Chicago purchasers it 
was raised to $4. The latter discrimination 
is said to have been made because Chicago 
jobbers were selling to the-markets in the 
northwest at a price based on $4 at the niines.

NO SPARE COAL IN ENGLAND. 
British Denuded of Supplies — French 
Prefects Imitate Roosevelt and 

Seek to’ Bnd Strike. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 

‘LONDON, Oct. 15.—Only a few orders for 
anthracite coal .can be executed in Great 
Britain at present, as the country has been 
practically denuded. A prominent dealer in 
anthracite said today that it would be im- 
possible to export more than 4,000 or 5,000 
tons In the next month, and that at 13 shil- 
lings per ton as the shipping price. 

Most. of the orders that. are now being 
Placed are for what is known as Welsh 
smokelees coal, which is shipped from Car- 
diff, and which ranges in price from 18 shil- 
ings to 20 shillings per ton. The coal oper- 
ator: referred to above said: 

“Americans think they are buying coal 
which is almost equal to anthracite. As a 
matter of fact, save for the economy in 
burning, there -is little difference between 
this coal and the ordinary soft bituminous. 
It will‘ answer ‘the purpose if- New Yorkers 
will. put up with the discomfiture of smoke, 
but. it is'pot the same thing as anthracite.’’ 


Thomas 0. Selfridge, Appointed to the 
Navy in 1818, Dies in Asylum © 
at Waverly, Mess. 


Boston,* Mass.. Oct.* 15.—Rear Admirai 
Thomas O.. Selfridge, U. 8. retired, died 
at.the McLean asylum in Waverly today. 
He was nearly 100 years old, and was at the 
head of the list of: rear admirals onthe re- 
tined list. He was appointed to the navy 
from Massachusetts Jan. 1, 1818, and had 
served in the navy forty-three years before 
the: civil began. He received his lHeu- 
tenant's commission in 1827, and served with 
the cruising squadrons‘in various parts of 
the world for many years. He attained the 
tank of commander in 1844 and of captain in 
1855. He was commanding the steamer Mis- 
sissippi when the war began in 1861, but took 
no active part in that conflict because of his 
advanced He: was' placed’ in command

The only course that I can see is to send the 
money to the property clerk’s office in police 
headquarters, and there let the bookmakers 
fight it-out among themselves. 

“ft understand that there is a great deal 
of money deposited each night by book- 
makers in these gambling houses, and, while 
it may not cripple business today, it certainly 
will tie up their cash accounts. Of course, 
there is nothing illegal in depositing money 
in the safes of a gambling house, but the 
necessary identification must be made before 
that money can be turned over to the 
owners.”” 

In another safe was found $200,000 in cash 
and securities belonging to the late Edward 
A. Marks, the bookmaker. The other safes 
held nothing of value. . 

Jerome Had the Combinations. . 

The safes were opened by District Attorney 
Jerome, who had the combination of all. 
Accompanied by Assistant District Attorney 
Miner, Mr. Jerome first went to 141 West 
Forty-first street, of which “ Honest John 0 
Kelly is the reputed proprietor. There were 
three safes there. Mr. Jerome had com- 
binations to the safes. For about ten min- 
utes District Attorney Jerome manipulated 
the combination of the safe in the parlor, but 
eould not open it. He went td the second 
floor. The safe which bore the name “ Ven- 
dome club” was opened in a few minutes. 
In it were found a faro box, a*wooden box, 
thaving a siot and containing coins; a faro 
case box, a card “ squeezer "’ containing nine 
packs of cards, three packs of cards, two 
ivory roulette balls, a check book on New 
Amsterdam Avenue bank, about half used; 
stubs showing that checks had been drawn in 
favor of *‘ George Haggen & Co.’’ for large 
amounts, three of them for $21,000, $15,000, 
and $12,000; an envelope murked_‘“‘ keys for 
extra wheel at Morgins”’; 2 wcmorandum 
book containing many names; bank hooks 
on the Greenwich Savings bank, showing de- 
posits of $700 and $1,000, and pocketbook 
containing a roll of bills. A number of com- 
partments could not be opened. 

The parlor safe was finally opened, but it 
contained only a few hundred dollars. The 
basement safe held a few watches. : 

Rich Haul at “Shang’’ Draper’s. 

The next stopping place of the searchers 
was the house sald to be ** Shang ’’ Draper's, 
at 6 West Twenty-eighth street. Two safes 
were in a middle room onthe first floor. The 
place is said to have been the headquarters 
for many well known bookmagers, among 
them Edward Burke, Leo Swatts, and Leo 
Mayer. They kept their money there. This 
house is also said to have been a favorite 
haunt of Edward A. Marks, the bookmaker 
who died recently, leaving a fortune. The 
safes were dpened. First was found a small 
quantity of canceled checks bearing § the 
name of Edward A. Marks. Within an inner 
compartment were two wallets containing 
large sums of money, many of the bills being 
of the $1,000 and $500 denomination, and 
there were also separate rolls of bills as large 
as a cabbage. . 

In the other safe was a wallet containing 
a large sum Of money, more rolls of $100 
bills, and a pocketbook containing smal! 
bills. There was also a box containing half 
a dozen dice, four roulette balls, and four 
boxes of faro cards. The gambling articles 
were confiscated and the other things re- 
placed, 

Assistant District’ Attorney Miner said 
in the first safe examined there was at 
least $200,000 in securities, money, and 
bonds, all the property of the late Edward 
A. Marks. 

In the place said: to be owned by Lou Betts 
at 122 West Thirty-fourth street the safe 
contained no money or papers, but there 
were nine boxes of faro cards and seven 
loose packs of cards.

No criticism was made of the motives which 
prompted Dr. Boyd a few weeks ago, when he 
suggested, to his congregation that there was 
a fertile field for philanthropic work in the 
thickly settled sections of Chicago, bat the 
resulting prominence which accrued to the 
western portion of the Twenty-second ward 
when he selected it as atypical neighborhood 
in which to spend the cash contributions of 
his congregation was warmly resented.

Five weeks ago Mr. Dil- 
lon, while riding in company with Mr. 
fulitzer, was thrown from his mount, sus- 
taining injuries which proved to be the in- 
direct cause of death. At that time two 
ribs were broken and other ihiternal wounds 
received. 

Pneumonia later set in, and this was fol- 
lowed by heart affection, making the pa- 
tient’s condition for a long time extremely 
critical. Convalescence was looked for, but 
death was not unexpected. Mr. Pulitzer, 
who spent much time at the bedside of Mr. 
Dillon, feels deeply \the loss of his friend, 
who had been associated with him for many 
‘years on the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and the 
New York World. Mrs. Dillon, her son, and 
her daughter were present*when the énd 
came, and they will accompany the body to 
New York tomorrow. 

John A. Dillon was born in St. Louis fifty- 
nine years ago. He was brought up under 
the guardianship of his brother-in-law, Capt. 
John B. Bads, the famous engineer, and was 
educated at the Christian Brothers’ college 
in St. Louis and at Harvard university. Mr. 
Dillion, im 1876, founded the St. Louis Post, 
which, two years later, Mr. Pulitzer bought 
and consolidated with the Dispatch. 

Mr. Dition has, since that time, been asso- 
ciated with Mr. Pulitzer in many positions 
on his newspapers. He was managing editor 
of the St. Louls Post-Dispatch from 1883 
to 1891, when he was called to New York 
to be business manager of the World. He 
has been with the World and Evening World 


since, except for the year 1900, when he. wes 


with the CHIcaGco TRIBUNE, 

Mr. Dillon has made his home in Orange, 
N. J., for several years. He leaves a widow, 
who was Miss Blanche Vaile, of St. Louis; 
two eons, John A. Jr. of Chicago and Arthur, 
a New York architect, and five daughters, 
the eldest of whom is married. He also 
leaves a sister, the Countess de la Vaulx of 
Paris. |

They have exhausted 
their arguments with the local insurance 
men, and last night at the Auditorium they 
had Hdward Atkinson, president of the Bos- 
ton. Manufacturers’ Mutual, and John R. 
Waters, manager of the Individual Under- 
writers of New York, tell them what they 
knew about scientific fire protection and the 
reduction of rates through the reduction of 
the hazard. 

Just to be fair, they invited the members of 
the Chicago Underwriters’ asscciation to be 
present, and a hundred of them mingled with 
four or five times as many manufacturers 


The manufacturers were told that the 
greater part of the annual fire loss of $150, - 


lessness, and the underwriters were informed 
that their rates were excessive and their 
expenses outrageous, and that if it were not 
for the protection they offered to ignorance | 
and carelessness the losses would be reduced 


Mr. Waters, in his address, charged at 
jeast one-fourth of the fire losses to the mis-

And yet ignorance and care- 
leseness on this one line alone cost the coun- 
try $40,000,000 a year in losses. 

Mr. Waters argued for fireproof or slow

Unlawful Acts .of Motorman and.Con- 
ductor Found to Have Contributed to 
Death of William Craig. 


Pittsfield, Mass., Oct.15.—The finding jn, 
the inquest following the accident in which 
President Roosevelt's bodyguard, William 
Craig, was killed. here last September, filed 
today, says that. the “unlawful acts of 
James T: Kelly, conductor, and Euclid Mad- 
den, motorman,”’ ofthe electric car which 
ran into the president's carriage “ contrib- 
uted” to the death of Craig. tera 

Special Justice’ Hibbard finds that the 
horses attached to the president's carriage 
were going at the rate‘of six miles an hour 
and the car from fifteen to twenty-five 
miles “an hour. He also ‘finds that ‘there 
was a misunderstanding’ on the part of the 
street car companiés of the city as to what 
thoroughfares were to be closed to traffic 
during the president's visit. 

‘‘No. evidence,’’. the report says, “ was 
found-to show that the car was not running 
at regular schedule or that the officials’ of 
the road had given any orders for it to be 
run otherwise. than under normal condi- 
tions.

STEPS TO CONSOLIDATE 


_ LAKE MICHIGAN BOAT LINES. 


Lester 0. Goddard Approaches Owners 


Offers to Purchase in Interest of 


_ Wall Street Syndicate. 


' Steps are being taken toward a consvlida- 
tion of all the steamship lines operating 
on Lake Michigan. Rumor had it last night 
that J. Pierpont Morgan’s shipping syndi- 
cate, which has gathered in the transatlan- 
tic lines, is to be the purchaser, but this 
was denied by authorities in marine cir- 


. cles. 


The preliminary steps toward a Lake 
Michigan shipping combine are being taken 
by Lester O. Goddard, an attorney with 
offices in the Rookery. He has made an 
offer to purchase the Barry line, and claims 
to représent Wall street brokers. Who his 
backers are, however, he has not disclosed. 
“There has been talk of a consolidation 
of the Lake Michigan fleets for more than 
a year,” said a marine man last night. 
“This is ‘merely another reviyal of that 
idea, though the combination ultimately 
may become. a reality. Morgan and his 
crowd, I.am pretty sure, are not behind 
the movement. Attorney Goddard, so far 
as I can learn, is merely finding out at 
what prices the lines could be purchased, 
and then he may make an effort to find 
‘purchasers.”’ 

“Attorney Goddard recently approached 
us with‘regard to possible purchase of our 
‘linés,”” said John Barry. ‘‘ There have been 
no definite negotiations, however. 
offered us money enough I presume we 
might sell." . 

Officials of the Graham & Morton and 
the Goodrich lines have been sounded in 
the same way, but nothing definite has re- 
sulted.

| | Frank South a Poor Witness for

More trouble ha’ developed over the Thir- 
ty-ninth street mntercepting sewer. This 
time it is 40,000 cubic yards of earth left in 
the sewer by the old contractors, and which 
it is estimated will cost the city $30,000 to 
remove. The bond of the contractors which 
should cover the expense is already so bur- 
dened with other claims it is not considered 
valuable in this case, and the present con- 
tractors are not liable. 

When the Star Construction company, 
which had the original contract for the work, 
got near the end of its resources it hit on an 
ingenious way of cutting down expenses 
and at the same time hastening the work so 
as to get more advances. Instead of carry- 
ing the earth excavated to the shaft at the 
west end and there hoisting it to the surface 
to be carried away, it simply dumped the ex- 
cavated earth in the sewer itself, and there 


it is yet: ‘Soon after the Star Construction 
‘| company quit work and allowed the sewer 


to fill with water, preventing any inspec- 
tion, 

_ This earth’and refuse will have to be re- 
moved before the sewer can be of any use. 
Agnew & Co., who have the contract for the 
completion of the work, say it is none of their 
business, as their undertaking only applies 
to the sewer east of. where the Star Con- 
struction company left off. They. of course, 
are willing to take the dirt out for a proper 


consideration, and probably will have to be 


hired to do it. 


Trial of Sedlak Slow. 
The trial of Building Inspector Sedlak, 


»accused of soliciting and accepting a bribe 
‘of $5 for winking at faulty construction 


of a building, was finally begun by the 
civil service commission. It made little 
progress on account of the failure of Frank 
M. South, the man who is said to have paid 
the $5, to remember important particulars 
and his failure to identify Sedlak as the 
man he had done business with.. The ex- 
amination went over until next Wednesday 
in order to. give the prosecution time to 
produce another witness.
